Maryville* He then moved to Rhone Co*, and lived on 
a farm at a cross roads, and cerriad on farming, aud his 
trade und kept & house of enter vain me uJhich in those 
days ^as called a tavern. Six Other Children *ero 
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bora in Bhone Co., in the fall of 1834 he left Tenn., 
and moTed to Lafayette Co., Ho., and lived on the old 
blusher farm near to the town of Dover. There their 
youngest eon hobert B. Houston 7as born in the summer 
of 183&. In the spring of 183fc he crosoed over to 
Bay Co., and lirad on t% farm near the town of Inox- 
Yilla until his death which took place in 186ij or 63. 
Hie wife Elisabeth died a fea years before that time. 
They and two of their sons, idiiiiam and Samuel were 
buried in the Knoxville cemetery a short distance north 
west from the town. 

I believe all of the listers and brothers of 
Hliaabeth Bay Houston left Blount Co., Term., and moved 
to or near to Tuacumbia, Ala., not far from the year 
18&.0.
